Nixon To Give 
Peace Report 


WASHINGTON <AP> — Presi­ 
dent Nixon conferred today with 
the U.S. military commander in 
Vietnam, Gen. 
C r e i g h t o n 
Abrams, and will address the 
nation Wednesday night on pros­ 
pects of peace as he sees them. 


There was no indication of 
any major breakthrough in this 
direction. 


Abrams flew in from Vietnam 
Sunday and is returning this aft­ 
ernoon. 


This morning he met ' with 
Nixon. 
Secretary of 
Defense 
Melvin R. Laird, Gen. Earle G. 
Wheeler, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and the Presi­ 
dent’s national security adviser, 
Ilonry A. Kissinger. 


White House press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said this first 
meeting Ik?tween the President 
and the top U.S. military man in 
Vietnam was a review of the sit­ 
uation there, with three factors 
uppermost. 


Nixon sought Abrams* views 
on enemy military activity, in­ 
cluding the possibility of new of­ 
fensive actions. 


He wanted information on the 
state of training of the South 
Vietnam army. 


And he wanted to discuss the 
level of U.S. forces in Vietnam. 


On the latter point. Ziegler 
said he wanted to emphasize 
that any decision on force levels 
will be made on the basis of the 
three criteria he said Nixon has 
mentioned on numerous occa­ 
sions: 


1. “The ability of the South 
Vietnamese 
to 
defend 
them­ 
selves in the areas we now are 
defending them. 


2. “Progress of the Paris 
talks. 


3. “The level of enemy activi­ 
ty.”

Halfway through their 2‘^-day 
stay in orbit, Stafford and Cer­ 
nan will transfer through a con­ 
necting tunnel into a lunar mod­ 
ule, or LEM, the bug-like vehi­ 
cle designed to land men on the 
moon. 


They will detach it from the 
command ship and jockey into 
an orbit that twice will take 
them less than 10 miles above 
the intended Apollo 11 landing 
site. TTiey will take pictures and 
radar readings as they pass 
over the target area near the 
crater Moltke in the Sea of 
Tranquility. 


They will fly a tricky rendez­ 
vous to rejoin Young in the com­ 
mand ship, making the same 
moves Apollo 11 must exercise 
to leave the moon after its land­ 
ing.

Enemy Rockets 
Rake 159 Spots 


SAIGON 
(AP) 
— 
Enemy 
troops raked 159 allied military 
positions and towns with rockets 
and mortars during the night 
and into today in the largest 
number of attacks in a 24-hour 
period since the Tet offensive of 
February 1968. 


Several attacks were followed 
by infantry strikes, with the 
heaviest 
fighting 
centered 
northwest of Saigon, near the 
Cambodian border, and south of 
Da Nang, South Vietnam’s sec­ 
ond largest city. 


First reports, still incomplete, 
listed more than 300 North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong soldiers 
killed in ground fighting. U.S. 
casualties were put at 17 killed 
and 136 wounded in the ground 
fighting alone.

Pound, Dollar 
Gain In Tense 
Money Market 


LONDON 
(AP) 
The pound 
and 
the 
dollar, 
embattled 
throughout last week’s specula­ 
tive rush to buy West German 
marks, recovered in tense mon­ 
ey markets today a.s central 
bankers mounted a big squeeze 
against the speculators. 


But there was little sign, of a 
rush to convert deutschemarks 
back 
into 
dollars, 
pounds, 
French francs or any of the oth­ 
er beleaguered currencies. 


The pound jumped nearly half 
a cent in London to $2.38735, 
against Friday’s floor-level clos­ 
ing at $2.3825. 


The dollar snapped back to 
four marks tin Zurich, from Fri­ 
day’s 3.915, but declined from 
4.33 Swiss francs 
Friday to 
4.3185 at today’s opening. The 
deutschemark 
also 
dropped 
.sharply, from 110-110.50 Swiss 
francs for 100 marks to 107.75- 
108. 


But dealers in all markets 
called these technical reactions 
and said business was small. 


Investors and speculators ap* 
pea red to be waiting to see the 
effect of the measures taken by 
the central bankers to “recy 
cle” speculative money back to 
its countries of origin. This 
would enable the central banks 
to withstand the drain on their 
resources.

Family Drowns 
In Boat Mishap 


MUSKEGON (AP)—The bod­ 
ies of a Kalkaska business ex­ 
ecutive, his wife and their two 
children and the wreckage of 
their 30-foot boat were found 
scattered along the Lake Mich­ 
igan shoreline Sunday. 


The victims, clad in life jack­ 
ets, died from drowning or ex­ 
posure in the cold lake waters, 
reported Sgt. Harold Clever of 
the Muskegon County Sheriff’s 
Department. 


It was not immediately de­ 
termined how the boat broke up. 
The Coast Guard said it was in­ 
vestigating the possibility of a 
small explosion. 


They were identified as Earl 
Enness, 34, manager of the 
American Made Veneer 
Co. 
plant in Kalkaska; his 33-year- 
old wife, Marlys and their chil­ 
dren, 6-year-old Allen and 7- 
year-old Carrie. 


The four reportedly left at 
midday Saturday from Grand 
Haven to take the boat to Charl­ 
evoix. 
However, 
they 
oiily 
journeyed about 25 miles before 
the accident. 


Mrs. Enness’ body was Hound 
on the shoreline just north of 
Muskegon at 5:30 p.m. Sunday. 
Searchers then discovered the 
son's body 500 yards to the south 
and the daughter’s body on the 
water’s edge a mUe to 
the 
north. Enness’ body was found 
floating in the lake, 300-400 yards 
from shore, near where 
his 
son’s was discovered. 


Enness* wristwatch was stop­ 
ped at 10:40.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell acknowl­ 
edged today that he passed on 
“certain information” to Chief 
Justice Earl Warren last week 
concerning the controversy sur­ 
rounding Justice Abe Fortas. 


Earlier, Newsweek magazine 
reported that Mitchell had asked 
Warren to urge that Fortas re­ 
sign from the court. 


In a terse statement in re­ 
sponse to inquiries, Mitchell 
said: 


“At my request, the chief jus­ 
tice was kind enough to see me 
in his chambers last Wednes­ 
day, May 7,19», at 11:30 a.m. 


"As a courtesy to the chief 
justice, I felt it incumbent upon 
me to inform him of certain in­ 
formation known by me which 
might be of aid to him."

ment 
spokesman

would be no further comment 
Wreag Cenchasion 
Newsweek said that Mitchell 
visited Warren on orders of 
President Nixon but the White 
House press secretary, Ronald 
L. Ziegler, said today: 


“The President did not direct 
the attorney general to discuss 
this matter with Chief Justice 
Warren.” 


And, Ziegler said, “to draw 
the conclusion that the Presi­ 
dent is directly involved in any 
matter relating to Justice For­ 
tas would be the wrong conclu­ 
sion to draw.” 


Newsweek said Mitchell told 
WarreQ that the Justice Depart­ 
ment has “far more serious*' in­ 
formation than has been re­ 
vealed so far in Fortas* case 
and that “the facts were bound 
to come out eventually. He has 
been charged with accepting 
money from a private founda­ 
tion.

Time Slanted 


RICHMOND (AP) — The leaning clock of Richmond may 
never be as famous as the Leaning Tower of Pisa, but right now 


city officials are leaning their ears toward an offer that could 
make the clock a familiar sight around the country and make 
the city a small fortune. 


In March the city refused to .sell the 60-year-old timepiece 
to clock buffs twilling to pay quite a bit. Civic conscience told 
city officials the Victorian-type 20-foot tall timepiece, which 
tilts to the north, should not be disposed of to swell the treasury. 


But Patrick Nabors, a 25-year-old Grand Rapids resident, 
wants to have permission to take molds and easts of tiie clock

City Ambulance Service of Escanaba ap- 
¡jNirently is in financial hot water again. 


The County Boai*d of Supenisors, wliicli 
'already is paying a $10 per call subsidy for am- 
‘bulance service in the county, was asked by City 
^Ambulance to increase that allowance to $20 per 
îcall — another $7,000 to $8,000 per year — or 
!to guarantee county payment of all uncollectible 
:bills. 
, 
It was hinted by a City Ambulance spokesman 
that failure to come across with the cash would 
I'esult in City Ambulance pulling up stakes for 
-greener pastures, leaving most of the county 
Hvithout a full-time emergency vehicle sei*vice. 


Board Chainnan Frank Stupak of Gladstona 
and the boat’d agreed to study the problem again, 
|to call a meeting to once again review the books 
of City Ambulance and to attempt to reach a 
solution. 


There is no question that Delta County must 
have a i-eliable ambulance service. People can’t 
be left to die on the highways or in their homes 
just because there is no way to get them to a 
hospital. The method of providing that service» 
however, is open for discussion. 


If James Schwalbach and City Ambulanca 
were able to make financial ends meet there 
would be no pix>blem. Although the Press hears 
periodic complaints that City Ambulance has 
been slow in responding to emerirency situations, 
generally sei*vice has been good to excellent. 


Keeping Schwalbach in business would be 
one method of guaranteeing reliable emergency 
vehicle service. A year ago when the initial aul^ 
sidy by the Board of Supervisors was approved, 
tlie indication was that $10 per caH — while not 
a û>nanza — would do the job. Since then, how­ 
ever, according to 
Carl Nantelle, 
attendant- 
driver who spoke for City Ambulance to the 
Board of Supemsors, the ambulance payments 
from Medicare and Medicaid have been cut from 
80 percent of $30 ($24) to 80 percent of $15 
($12) and then not even that fee can be collected 
in many instances because of “deductible” provi­ 
sions in the government health insurance cover­ 
age which forces the patient to pay the fii*st 
$oO» 


As an ambulance ride often is the first step 
in getting an elderly patient to the hospital, am­ 
bulance pa>^enta apparently are the first item 
included in the ^‘deductible** on the medical bills. 


Nantelle also pointed out that City Ambu­ 
lance, unlike a dowTitow-n merchant, can't check a 
person’s credit when his broken body is lying 
on »highway,

Before the Board of Supervisors goes fur­ 
ther along the path of subsidy, however, it must 
make a policy decision on the quekion of 
whether or not emergency vehicle service is the 
responsibility of the county to provide. 


If it is — and the former county board 
seemed to indicate belief in a certain responsi­ 
bility when it approved the present subsidy — 
then let’s do it right with a complete county pro­ 
gram and quit pussy footing around every year. 


Buy Schwalbach’s 
equipment, make him 
director of the program and pay him and his 
driver-attendants a living w^age. The county 
w ould assume the costs, wiiich it is at least par­ 
tially doing anyway, but it would also receive the 
revenues. In “uncollectible” cases the prosecut­ 
ing attorney certainly could exert a little more 
pressure for payment than an individual busi­ 
nessman. 


If the Board of Supervisors decides emer­ 
gency vehicle sei*vice is not a public responsibil­ 
ity, then it should drop the $10 subsidy and urge 
^hw'albach to increase his rates to cover the 
losses. 


Dovvntown merchants must earn sufficient 
profits to cover shoplifting losses, bad checks 
and uncollectible accounts. If Schwalbach is in 
private business, he must be able to do the same. 


If he can’t, then maybe he shouldn't be in 
business.

“KISSING COUSINS’* 
Many relatives

other? A quaint clue to the 
law’s attitude may be found in 
an odd Latin phrase, “jus oscu- 
li,” which means “the right to 
kiss.”

Monetary Inaction

De^Gauile stared down deval­ 
uation and then he slew his crit­ 
ics. He refused to say that the

even though the statistics indi­ 
cated as much. 


His strategy seemed to woik; 
at least it delayed what the 
economists felt was inevitable. 
But, despite the general’s own 
determination to set the country 
on the right road, wishes do not 
make economic logic. 


Now De G aulle is gone. And, 
although 
France’s 
ec«K>my 
isn’t 
as 
w eak as sometimes 
painted, 
the social undercur­ 
rents are sending quakc^s just as 
frightening as economic fail­ 
ures.

German^' could stop this flow 
by changing the value of its cui- 
rency.

And like under­ 
valued stocks, the mark is a 
good buy. 


Germany, however, has now 
disappoint^ many of the con­ 
ventional economists by declining 
to raise the mark's value. To do 
so would mean that German 
goods would be less competitive 
abtxwd, for their prices would 
be higher. 


This would have the effect oi 
weakening the German econo* 
my .somewhat, a j>enalty that 
the Germans feel they should 
not pay for having been so prod­ 
uctive, for having iiakl recent 
debts and avoided inflation.

Bill Would Tax 
Newspaper Ads 


LANSING (AP) - A bill that 
could raise an estimated SfiT 
million through a tax on printed 
and broadcast advertising haa 
been introduced in the House. 


The measure, sponsored by 
Reps. Harold C^rk, D-Warren, 
George Montgomery. D-Detroit, 
and Roy Spencer, R-AtUca, joins 
a companion bill they introduced 
earlier to tax magazines and 
newspapers. 


They estimaird that the bill 
would raise some S7.5 rnUlion. 


The advertising section, under 
the State Use Tax Act, would 
affect newspapers, directories, 
shoiH>ing 
guides — including 
those of free distribution—maga­ 
zines, radk> and television ads 
and billboard signs. 


Majority flow leader George 
F. Montgomery, D-Detroit, son 
of one spcmsor, said the bill 
'‘doesn’t really hurt the poor. 
General Motors might have to 
buy fewer ads, but the poor 
aren’t buying any.” 


Cost at the tax, Montgomery 
said, frObably would be passed 
along to purchasers.

City Ambulance Service of Escanaba ap­ 
parently is in financial hot water again. 
The County Board of Supervisors, which 
already is paying a $10 per call subsidy for am­ 
bulance service in the county, was asked by City 
Ambulance to increase that allowance to $20 per 
call — another $7,000 to $8,000 per year — or 
to guarantee county payment of all uncollectible 
bills. 
It was hinted by a City Ambulance spokesman 
that failure to come across with the cash would 
result in City Ambulance pulling up stakes for 
greener pastures, leaving most of the county 
^without a full-time emergency vehicle service. 
Board Chairman Frank Stupak of Gladstone 
and the board agreed to study the problem again, 
to call a meeting to once again review the books 
of City Ambulance and to attempt to reach a 
solution.

★ 
There is no question that Delta County must 
have a reliable ambulance service. People can’t 
be left to die on the highways or in their homes 
just because there is no way to get them to a 
hospital. The method of providing that service, 
however, is open for discussion. 
If James Schwalbach and City Ambulance 
were able to make 
financial ends 
meet there 
would be no problem. Although the Press hears 
periodic complaints that City Ambulance has 
been slow in responding to emergency situations, 
generally service has been good to excellent. 
Keeping Schwalbach in business would be 
one method of guaranteeing reliable emergency 
vehicle service. A year ago when the initial sub­ 
sidy by the Board of Supervisors was approved, 
the indication was that $10 per call — while not 
a bonanza — would do the job. Since then, how­ 
ever, according to 
Carl Nantelle, 
attendant- 
dri ver who spoke for City Ambulance to the 
Board of Supervisors, the ambulance payments 
from Medicare and Medicaid have been cut from 
80 percent of $30 ($24) to 80 percent of $15 
($12) and then not even that fee can be collected 
in many instances because of “deductible” provi­ 
sions in the government health insurance cover­ 
age which forces the patient to pay the first 
$50. 
As an ambulance ride often is the first step 
in getting an elderly patient to the hospital, am­ 
bulance payments apparently are the first item 
included in the “deductible” on the medical bills. 
Nantelle also pointed out that City Ambu­ 
lance. unlike a downtown merchant, can’t check a 
person’s credit when his broken body is lying 
on a highway.

Before the Board of Supervisors goes fur­ 
ther along the path of subsidy, however, it must 
make a policy decision on the question of 
whether or not emergency vehicle service is the 
responsibility of the county to provide. 
If 
it is — and 
the former county 
board 
seemed to indicate belief in a certain responsi­ 
bility when it approved the present subsidy — 
then let’s do it right with a complete county pro­ 
gram and quit pussy footing around every year. 
Buy Schwalbach’s 
equipment, make him 
director of the program and pay him and his 
driver-attendants a living 
wage. The

would assume the costs, which it is at least par­ 
tially doing anyway, but it would also receive the 
revenues. In “uncollectible” cases the prosecut­ 
ing attorney certainly could exert a little more 
pressure for payment than an individual busi­ 
nessman.

If the Board of Supervisors decides emer­ 
gency vehicle service is not a public responsibil­ 
ity, then it should drop the $10 subsidy and urge 
Schwalbach to increase his rates to cover the 
losses.

“KISSING COUSINS” 
Many relatives 
marry each 
other? A quaint clue to the 
law’s attitude may be found in 
an old Latin phrase, “jus oscu­ 
le” which means “the right to 
kiss.” If the two relatives do 
have a right to kiss, like “kiss­ 
ing cousins,” then they do not 
have a right to marry.

Does VC^s Proposal 
Hint Serious Talks?

One point stands out sharply 
among the 10 advanced by the 
Viet Cong in their piroposal for a 
Vietnam peace settlement, and 
may be a faint sign that the 
-ommunist side is preparing to 
talk business. 


The time for getting 
to 


the nitty-gritty can stiU be a 
good distance away. But the Na­ 
tional Liberation Front’s Point 
9, in the package it proposed at 
the Paris peace talks last week, 
probably will be studied by the 
Americans with great care. 


That point deals with what the 
NLF caJls “the aftermath of the 
war.” In itself, this suggests 
that the NLF is thinking in post­ 
war terms. 


The proposal goes this way: 
“A. The parties will negotiate 
the release oi soldiers captured 
in the war. 


“B. 
The 
U.S. 
government 
must bear full responsibility for 
the losses and devastations it 
has caused to the Vietnamese 
people in both zones.” 


There are two matters which 
the Communist side can discuss 
without 
appearing 
to 
give 
ground or make any conces­ 
sions. One is the question of 
prisoners of war, the other is 
their demand for reparations 
The question of prisoners otf 
war is a clearly n^otiable one. 


Boy Saves Two
